The Consul General Advises All 
Americans in Havana 
to Co Home. 


DIVERS AT WORK ON THE MAINE.

New York, Feb. 23.—A dispatch to 
The World from Havana says: The sit­ 
uation tonight Is more grave than at 
any time since the Maine explosion. 
Although the olHcers of the naval board 
of inquiry preserve an impenetrable re­ 
serve, The World correspondent learns 
that some of the best naval experts now 
believe that the explosion was the re­ 
sult of treachery. They do not believe 
that Spanish oilicials were part of the 
cons{)iracy. From the evidence now in 
their iH)Ssessinn they believe the Span­ 
ish government. General Blanco, and 
all his military subrodinate.s were guilt­ 
less alike of knowledge of or partlcii)a- 
tion in the crime. It is believed to have 
been perpetrated by a fanatic. 


Fean* of Xaviil of Ollk'crri. 


Naval officers fear that when the facts 
are known it may be impossible to re­ 
strain pul)lic sentiment. 
They do not 
expect any public revelations, or any 
radical change in the situation for a 
week. Consul General Lee formally ad- 
v’ised Americans not necessarily de­ 
tained here to leave for home at once. 
Many families will sail by tho Olivette 
tomorrow'. This Is indication that those 
on the ground realize the possibility 
of trouble arising suddenly and their 
inability to protect womvn and children 
if an outbreak oceur.s. The Herald and 
Journal correspondents at Havana con­ 
cur that Consul General Lee has ad­ 
vised Americans to quit Havana. They 
say he antielpate.«» rioting there in the 
e\t*nt of the Maine disaster being ad­ 
judged intentional.

Cuba Comes Up in the Execu* 
tive Session of the 
Senate. 


DOCUMENT PRESENTED BY MORGAN

It Consisted of Questions bjr the Sonntor 
and Replies by Mr. Konp. ii lloston Capi­ 
talist Who lias Kecuutly Ileturned Irom 
Cuba—Quiet Celebration of Washington’s 
Birthday at the Capital—llill to lucreuHO 
tho Artillery Passed by the Senate. 
Washington, Feb. 23.—Cuba usurped 
the place of Hawaii In the executive 
proceedings of the senate yesterday and 
was under consideration for an hour or 
more. This proceeding was based upon 
a document presented by Senator M or­ 
gan of Alabama as the result of an in­ 
terview' between himself and 
a 
Mr. 
Koop, of Boston. In presenting the doc­ 
ument Senator Morgan said that Mr. 
Koop was a capitalist who had but re­ 
cently returned from Cuba after a most 
exhaustive exploratloji of the Island. 
Senator Morgan laid ci»nsid’erable stress 
upon the importance of the document 
which resulted from a stenographic re­ 
port of tho interview' betw’een Senator 
Morgan and 
Koop. The document 
consisted of qu«lt.ions by Senator Mor­ 
gan and replies by Mr. Koop. The lat­ 
ter said that he had been In thirty-four 
provinces and had spent more or less 
time in each of them in the prosecution 
of his inquiries. 


Dyin^ in Great Numbers. 


No place cutsld'i of Havana, he said, 
was liny effort made to take care of the 
reconcentrados, and he declared 
that 
the people were dying In great numbers 
in all places In which they had been col­ 
lected together by tiio Spanish author­ 
ities, both as a result of the cruelty of 
the Spanish troops and for the lack of 
food, 
fie declared that there was no 
evidence in tho provinces of a more lib­ 
eral 
treatment 
of these unfortunate 
people under the administration of Gen­ 
eral Blanco than there had been under 
the Weyler regime, and said that the 
people In general were in Just as deplor­ 
able condition now as they had been 
before the change. In no case were thi* 
reconcentrados allowed to go outside 
tlie military posts to collect food, and 
w’hlle there was some effort in certain 
Instances to grow' crops in the immedi­ 
ate vicinity of the garrisons these crop 
areas did not extend more than 500yards 
from the forts. 
He added that If the 
people were allowed to get out they 
could get enough to eat to keep soul and 
body together, but 
that 
when 
even 
small children attempted to go outside 
of the guard lines theye were shot down 
as ruthlessly as If they were enemies 
In arms. He said that he had seen wo­ 
men and children abused by the Span­ 
ish soldiery and that a favorite pastime 
seemed to be to kick the women about 
as If they w’ere dogs. 


Autonomy a Failure. 


Mr. Koop also devoted considerable 
space at Senator Morgan’s suggestion 
to the scheme of autonomy under the 
Liberal ministry and pronounced it a 
failure from one end of the island to 
another. He said that business was at 
standstill throughout 
the 
country, 
that few crops were growing and that 
desolation and ruin stared the traveler 
In the face wherever he w'ent. As • 
consequence property was much depre­ 
ciated In value and the 
people 
were 
greatly discouraged. 
He sald> j^hat the 
general estimate was that the war had 
already resulted In the loss of 600,000 
lives and Mr. Koop himself did not con­ 
sider these figures exaggerated. There 
was some comment upon the document 
by Senators Morgan, Galllnger and Ma­ 
son, but no ofllclal action was taken. 
Senator Mason said the statem ent was 
no more than he had expected to hear, 
and Senator Galllnger declared that the 
picture drawn was a deplorable one. 
He said that two years ago he had ad- 
vl.sed that the United States should In­ 
tervene to put a stop to the war and 
that every development since had con­ 
firmed the wisdom of the suggestion 
then made.

does not» seem to care who used the 
books last year if only he can save a 
few cents, althou<rh he may perhaps 
expose his child to the germs of con­ 
sumption. o ra multitude of other dis­ 
eases cijually as bad. He probably does 
not realize that these books have been 
kept at home all summer in a house 
where there has been perhaps typhoid 
fever, diphtheria, measles or some­ 
thing equally as baJ. 
In between t)ie 
leaves of these books is a good hiding 
l>lace for tiiese little micro-organisms, 
who lay in ambusii ever ready to jump 
out at the lirst opportunity. 


The evil of using "hand me down*’ 
text books is bad enough as it now 
exists. 
Let us therefore not make it 
any worse by adopting this system.

“ 1 have no doubt that our Michigan 
troops would respond nobly if called up­ 
on. 
In my own town of Three Uivers 
J am sure that I could organize a com­ 
pany of 100 men in a few hours all well 
orilied and experienced, and I think 
other cities could do as well. 
The 
strength of this country lies not only in 
the men actually engaged in the service 
but in the thousands of veterans ot the 
National guard, who have drilled in 
years past, and who could be depended 
upon. * I have no doubt that an army of 
a million men could be raised on very 
short notice in this country, and it 
would be a million of good men, too.”

Detroit, Feb. 23.—Pingrce wa«one of 
the speakers at the banquet of tho 
Michigan club last evening.

the new nuiterial, wrought and rolled 
inm and steel, for its great and as 
yet only 
partly known capabilities. 
When 
one is asked by a would br 
student of arciiiteoturo about liis (tht 
student’s) ebances of sucei'eding as an 
arebiteot, it is vi*i’y good to find out 
what his proflivities are and wheth­ 
er he is merely interested in fine art 
and .«ei/.ed with the idea that arcbi- 
tecturo i.s an easy, tine art to study and 
to practiee. 


The arehitect should love the quarrie.s 
and should visit them with eager curi­ 
osity. Tbe cleavage of stf»ne and its ap­ 
pearance in it.s natural bed should be 
not only a deli{*ht to him, but an object 
of close study. 
The arehitect should 
love tlui lumber yard, not to say the 
forest. 
To him the timber in itself 
should bo a thing delightful to stufiy 
anrl its possible uses delightful to con­ 
template. The architect .should love the 
brickyard, and experiments in cements 
and in mortars should be his holiday 
amusement. And, linally, the architect 
must have sueh an eye and such a 
soundness of judgment that bad work 
cannot escape him. A familiarity with 
details not unlike that of a good master 
builder he nuist combine with a knowl­ 
edge of principles and of possibilities 
far beyond that of the nmster builder, 
so that gO(Kl work will come to his 
buildings as of inevitable set|uence, and 
bad or even slighted work will bo im­ 
possible in them.
